Washington, D. C., Dec. 29.—[{Special.] 
—Although characterized by some as 
rather tardy, the firm protest submitted 
by President Wilson to Great Britain 
against interference with the neutral 
overseas commerce of the United States 
today elicited only the highest praise 
from public men of all parties. 


Developments of the 

These were the developments in this 
latest revival of the century old Ameri- 
can controversy with the mistress of the 
seas over the freedom of neutral trade: 

- The action of the administr on 
was hastened by the aggressive 
attitade assumed by the senate 
committee on foreign relations, 
which was on the pojnt of expos- 
ing the havoc wrought’ with

American foreign commerce by 


British seizures of cargoes alleged 
‘te be contraband of war. 

The United States is not pre- 
pared to back up the protest in 
any manner that will compel 
Great Britain to keenv hands off 
American cargoes consigned to 
neutral ports or destined for con- 
sumption by the noncombatants of 
Germany, Austria, or Turkey. 

Great Britain does not intend to 
abandon the policy of controlling 
all commerce on the high seas 
which is aimed at “starving out’’ 
Germany and Austria, but it may 
agree to modify the methods of 
seizure and detention of cargoes. 

In lodging the protest with 
Great Britain the United States 
has Placed itself at the head of 
the movement approved and urged 
by all the other republics of the 
western hemisphere. : 

Following complaints of sena- 
tors concerning the secrecy with 
which the administration has sur- 
rounded ,;the British interference 
with commerce, the senate passed 
an resolution calling for informa- 
tion about the seizure of cargoes 
of copper. 

The business interests of the 
country have been growing in- 
creasingly irritated over the inter- 
ference with American vessels by 
British naval officers searching 
cargoes for contrabaud of war or 
citizens of enemy countries. Their 
protests had been lodged with the 
stgte department and with their 
senators, but apparently without 
result. 


Extent of Damage Unknown. 

The extent of the interference and 
monctary loss to American commerce 
throuzh the British policy is not known 
outside of the state department, and offi- 
cials there would venture no guess as to 
the size of the claims being accumulated, 
but President Wilson h:mself predicted 
that millions of dollars in private indem- 


| nities eventually would have to be paid 


by Great Britain if the correctness of the 
American position were maintained—and 
he confidently believed it would be, as it 
was based on principles of international 
law hitherto generally accepted. 

A few cases of seizure have become 
known in dispatches from English ports 
into which American vessels were con- 
voyed for search, or through protests 
made public by the owners of vessels or 
cargoes. Hundreds of cases have not 
been made known to the public. 


- Senators Prepared to Act. 

Senators who have received these pro- 
tests have been keeping track of them, 
and about a month ago it became appar- 
ent to the leaders of the senate that the 
question had assumed such proportions 
that an exposition of the whole matter 
was likely to occur on the floor, accom- 
panied by severe criticism of the admin- 
istration. 

The president’s advisers in the senate 
informed him of the situation and urged 
him to take some step to appease the com- 
mercial interests and to force Great 
Britain to give heed to the protests which 
had already been lodged with Earl Grey. 

President Wilson promised to send a 
strong note to England. Relying on this 
promise, the semators of both parties 
undertook to repress any exposition of 
the matter on the floor of the senate until 
after the note had been sent. 

‘While the state department in its note 
to the British foreign office spoke only 
for the interests of this country as in- 
jured by British practices, it developed 
today that the document gave concrete 
expression to the similar grievances of 
other neutral governments. |

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jing, as is now charged, the most drastic 
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these countries called at the state de- 
partment to get information as to what 
‘statements the Washington government 
had made in the note to Great Britain. 
While the state department will not fur- 
nish foreign governments with copies of 
the note sent to Great Britain, all the 
information contained therein is at their 
disposal on request. 

Both officials of thts government and 
representatives of other governments 
seemed today pessimistic as to the pros- 
pect of the action of the United States 
bringing any radical change in the atti- 
tude of Great Britain toward commerce 
suspected of being designed to aid its 
enemies, Germany and Austria. 


No Great Change Expected. 

There is little expectation that as e 
result of the protest of the United States 
the British government will alter in any 
fundamental way its treatment of sucb 
trade. About all that is hoped for ie that 
Great Britain ‘will* modify the methods 
by which it is executing the policy with 
regard to control of the seas in such & 
way as to make it less hurtful to inno- 
cent trade and more considerate of the 
legitimate interests of the neutrals. 

The situation might be greatly relieved, 
it is declared, if Great Britain would | 
make the practices of its naval com- 
manders with regard to the seizure and 
detention of ships more reasonable and 
more in conformity with the merits of 
each particular case, instead of apply- 


methods to all cases in which there is 
the slightest suspicion of violated neu- 
trality. iF 

Britain in Desperate Place. 

The chief reason, it was declared here 
today, why it is conceded in advance that 
no radical change of policy can be ex- 
pected to follow the American note is the 
recognition by the United States and 
other neutral governments of the fact 
that Great Britain considers the situa- 
tion desperate and is prepared to go to 
much greater lengths in maintaining its 
policy than are the neutral governments 
prepared to goin opposition to it, 

It is admitted that Great Britain re- 
gards its present struggle as a life and 
death matter, tn which it must, in the 
interest of self-preservation, make the 
fullest use of every advantage it can 
gain over its enemies. 

Control of the seas Britain regards as 
its one great advantage over Germany 
and Austria, and in the hope of making 
their war operations more difficult it is 
determined to use every means within 
its power to prevent war material reach- 
ing either country. from the outside. 

The British government has repeated- 
ly made it clear that it has not the slight- 
est intention of abandoning one iota of 
this advantage. 


Some Blame on Shippers. 

The unpreparedness of the United 
States government to be disagreeable 
about the controversy at this stage was 
further indicated today when statements 
put forth in the highest official quarters 
placed part of the blame for the harm 
done neutral trade upon American ex- 
porters, who have been guilty of fraud 
in their manifests. It was stated at the 
White House that this government had 
been greatly embarrassed in dealing with 
these matters by the fact that mary in- 
stances had been discovered by the Brit- 
ish authorities of contraband being con- 
cealed in cargoes represented to be neu- 
tral. ; 
Pigs of copper, for example, have been 
found concealed in bales of cotton, which 
England is not treating as contraband, 
Another American shipper complained 
that his cargo of meat was being un- 
reasonably detained. Investigation 
proved that contraband had been con- 
cealed in this cargo. 

Both at the White House and at the 
state department it was pointed out to- 
day that as long as Great Britain con- 
tinued to find evidence of such practices 
it would feel it absolutely necessary to 
treat innocent cargoes as suspicious until 
it could satisfy. itself by search that 
they were all that they were represented 
to be. 

Aid to British Contention. 

This officially inspired statement plays, 
of course, into the hands’ of the British, 
and goes far toward making the contro- 
versy in its present stage less acute or 
dangerous. 

The British contention is, and has been 
for months, that if it could only accept 
American manifests at their face value 
most of the trouble would instantly be 
disposed of. As long, however, as at- 
tempts to slip contraband into supposedly 
neutral cargoes continue the British in- 
tend to use them as a warran¢ for the 
extreme measures they have been taking 
in searching American ships and ships 
carrying American cargoes.

Good as Political Paper. 

The political value of the note was made 
apparent ‘here today by the loud acclaim 
mh many quarters and by the smiles of 
satisfaction worn by officials when the 
note was discussed. Thereis good reason 
to believe that the document would not 
have become public property at this time 
but forthe appreciation by some of the 
political steersmen of the administration 
of its value for home consumption. 

Thé administration has been for three 
mcnths under the strongest imaginable 
pressure to take vigorous action with ref- 
erence to British interference with Amer- 
ican trade. The pressure was instantly 
relieved, for the present at least, by the 
publication of an account of the note. 

Though greatly pleased at this version, 
officials today were careful to disclaim 
responsibility for any statements indicat- 
ing that the lMon’s tail had been twisted. 


Stand Upheld by Mann. 

Enthusiastic applause marked a declara- 
tion made in the house today by Repre- 
sentative Mann of Illinole, the Repub- 
lican leader, commending the action of 
the Wilson administration in making the 
protest to Great Britain. Mr. Mann as- 
serted that the United States has rights 
on the high seas and that it should en- 
force respect for them. 

“If the statement is true that a sharp 
protest has been made I commend the ad- 
ministration for taking the attitude it 
has taken,” said Mr. Mann. ‘I agreeen- 
tirely with the proposition that it is the 
duty of this country to keep out of en- 
tangling alliances in connection with the 
European war; but I do not believe that 
we ought to resign all of our rights on the 
seas to foreign countries. 

* We do not intend, in order to keep out 
of this war, to say to the warring nations, 
‘You can do what you please without 
regard to our rights or international law 
with our goods on the high seas.’ They 
have no moral right to destroy all of our 
commerce. It may be that some of the 
nations would like to destroy American 
commerce while destroying the commerce 
of each other, but we must uphold our 
rights upon the high seas wih dignity and 
firmness.”’ 

Opposes Policy on Mexico. 

Mr. Mann had previously criticised the 
policy of the administration in Mexico. 

“I do not have the executive authority 
and I cannot undertake to say what I 
would do, but if I haa tne authority I 
would find a way of correcting these 
evils,’’ he said. ‘‘ There are evils, execu- 
tions, murders, etarvation, famine, and 
rapine throughout Mexico. We are pre- 
venting any one else from obtaining or- 
der there and we have not as much nerve 
as would supply an angleworm in the 
present department of state upon .this 
Bubject.

UPON STEINBACH; 
GAIN IN BELGIUM 


Germans Beaten Back on Both 
Ends of Long Battle Front 


PARIS, Dec. 20.—Important gains by 
the allies on both ends of the long west- 
ern battle front are reported in the offi- 
cial statement given out today. 

In Alsace the French have advagced 
antil they now are investing Steinbach, 
while in Belgium their allies, aided by 
French reinforcements,. have occupied 
and strongly fortified the little town of 
St. Georges. . 

Gen. yon Kluck’s artillery has been 
shelling the allied trenches which extend 
along the line from near Roye to Amiens. 
The villages. of. Rehelle, St. Aubin, Le 
Quesnoy, and Pouchoir have all been 
shelled in the last twenty-four hours and 
much damage has been done. The shell- 
ing is believed here to be preliminary to 
another attempt on the part of the Ger- 
mans in this vicinity to push their iines 
westward. ; 


French Official Statement. 

Following is the text of the communi- 
cation: © 

“In Belgium the village of St. Georges 
has been occupied by our troops, who have 
established themselves in this location. 

“ From the Lys to the Somme the enemy 
has bombarded our positions violently, in 
the vicinity of Rehelle, at St. Aubin, at 
Le Ouesnoy, and at Pouchoir, to the 
northwest of Roye. 

“We have gained a little ground in the 
Argonne. notably in the forest of La 
Grurie, in the forest Bolante, and in the 
forest Courte Chaussee. 

“ Several German counter attacks have 
been repulsed in the forest of Le Bouchot, 
which is northeast of Troyon. 

“The forces of the enemy, which had 
occupied our trenches in the vicinity of 
the redoubt in the burned forest to ihe 
west of Apremont, have been driven out 
after three successive counter attacks. 

“In Upper Alsace, following a violent 
engagement, we are today closely invest- 
ing Steinbach, and our forces have taken 
possession of the ruins of the chfiteau 
which is located to the northwest of this 
village.” 

German Official Statement. 

BERLIN, Dec. 29.—The following offi- 
cial statement on the progress of the 
war was given out in Berlin today: 

“In the western arena of the war we 
gained some ground after relatively un- 
important engagements near Nieuport 
and to the southeast of Ypres. 

“ Several strong French attacks to the 
northwest of St. Menehould have been 
repulsed with heavy losses to the enemy. 
We captured 200 prisoners. 

“An advance in the burned forest to 
the west of Apremont led to the capture 
by us of one fortified French trench and 
three machine guns. French atiacks to 
the west of Sennheim have been repelled.”

It seems almost incredible, but it is true 
that the wealthy German empire is not 
athamed to ievy medizval tolls in the 
form of demands for huge sums of money, 
puppiies, and the like.

I believe it can, but 
the process will be one of years rather 
than of months. Germany is a self-sup- 
porting country in almost every articie 
necessary for war and for the support of 
ber unfortunate people. 

It is no doubt disappointing to English 
end American business men to learn that 
there are people, like myself, who regard 
this gigantic struggle as a matter of years 
rather than months; but from the most 
sordid point of view it is better that the 
world should. be rid of this menace to its 
peace Once for all rather than to have 
some sort of patched up peace by treaty 
or compromise, which would merely 
sliow the Germans to fall back for an- 
other spring.

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MOORE OUTLINES 
LEGAL BASIS FOR' 
WORLD LEAGUE 


Former Counselor of State De- 
fal Elements,

Leaders of thought in history, govern- 
ment, and jaw assembled yesterdey in 
Chicago: The occasion: was the annual 
conventions of the American Historical 
association, the Americah Political Sci- 
ence association, and the Association of 
American Law Schovls. The sessions 
were held for the most part in the Con- 
gress and Auditorium hotels. 

An international organization of all | 
civilized countries for the purpose of en- 
forcing iaw ang order throughout the 
world was urged’at night by John Bassett 
Moore, formerly counselor of the state 
department and now connected with Col- 
umbia university. Mr. Moore spoke be- 


‘| fore the American Political Science as- 


sociation in the Congress hotel. He was 
introduced by Walter L, Fisher, former 
secretary of the interior. 

Mr. Moore said there was no reason why 


1 international jaw should not offer the 


same security as municipal law. He 
voiced the opinion the European war 
could have been averted, If the proper or- 
ganization among nations existed. The 
Hague conventions, he said, are defective. 


Essentials of Organization. 
Mr. Moore gave the following as the 
essentia) features of such an onganiza- 
tion: 

“It would set law above violence: By 


| providing suitable and efficacious means 


and agencies for the enforcement of law, 
and by making the use of force illegal, 
except in support of a duly ascertained 
legal right or self-defense. 

“The first effect of such an organiza- 
tion would be to give an additional sanc- 
tion to the principle of the equality of 
independent states before law. 

“It would provide, a more efficient 
meane than now exists for the making 
and declaration of law. , 

“It is altogether desirable that a rule 
should te adopted whereby it may no 
longer be possible for a single state.€o 
stand in the way of international legis- 
lation. The adoption of such 4 rule 
could not be regarded as impairing in @ 
proper sense the principle of the equality 
of nations. Nations have responsibilities 
as well as rights. 

“It would provide more fully than has 
heretofore been done for the investiga- 
tion and determination of disputes by 
means of tribunals possessing advisory 
or judicial powers, as the case may be.” 


Basic Defects Crime Cause. 

Crime and disorder were traced to de- 
fects in our judicial and constitutional 
system by Prof. Frank J. Goodnow of 
Johns Hopkins university, who epake be- 
fore the American Fyemieel Science asso- 
ciation. 
“ We have the reputation of being the 
most disordetly and least law-abiding 
people of any nation that claims to be 
civilized,” sald Prof. Goodnow. “In re- 
cent years there has been a marked tend- 
ency to lawlessness and disorder. I need 
only mention the gunmen in New York 
and the violence that has attended labor 
strife. , 

“It occurs to me that the delay of the 
sourts encourages disobedience and dis- 
order. Whenever a new law is passed it 
takes two or three years before its valid- 
ity is upheld or denied. During that 
period people agsert their‘ private rights * 
are being invaded, and they refuse to 
comply. Tax laws and legislation regu- 
lating industry are rarely obeyed until 
a _ 
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their constitutionality is upheld, . Vic- 
laters of the law fee] that no penalty will 
be impoged for yeers, even if they are 
finally held to be guilty." 


& BASES WAR ON 1614 ACT. 


The foundations for the present war 
were laid exactly 100 years ago, accord- 
ing to the view of Prof. Guy Staaton Ford 
of the University of Minnesota, expressed 


association. 

Prof. Ford. pointed out shes in 1814} 
Prussia first put into effect compulsory 
military service. He traced the growth: 
of Prussian military power from that 
date and said the adoption of conacrip- 
tion in other European states followed 
Prussia's action. The idea was advanced 
that war on the modern scale could only 
be ‘waged with the aid of conacription. 

Prof. William L. Westermann of the 
University of Wisconsin upset some of 
the customary notions about the fall of 
the Roman empire. According to his 
view, it wasn’t due to luxury and corrup- 
tion 80 much as to the spread of oriental 
ideas and customs throughout the em- 
pire. This resulted, he said, in under- 
oa the foundations of the govern-

“The Living Law” was the topic bé- 
fore the Association of American Law 
Schools convention in the Congress hotel. 

J. H. Wigmore, dean of the law school 
of Northwestern university, gave his 
views. 

“We have little use at the present 
time,” said Dean Wigmore, “for the 
customary law, but we have great use 
in our law schools of the present day for 
the current business practices of the busi- 
ness men of the nation. I think our law 
courses would be much improved, if the 
professors of law would introduce the 
various concrete documents in use in 
business today into the classroom work. 

“When a student is studying leases 
he should have a lease before him and 
when the business laws of transporta- 
tion are before the student he should be 
provided with a bill of lading. In short, 
each law school should possess and use 
a full set of business documents.”

If my plan were carried out, we would 
have 10,000,000 men uncer arms in ten 
years, at practically no edst to the state.

Crowds of women and girls come north 
on Kedzie from Sears-Roebuck’s at this 
hour. Cars run frequently in every di- 
rection but west. Often from twenty- 
five to 150 people will wait half an hour 
in the cold. The Chicago-Austin cars 
reach Kedzie avenue loaded to the roof. 
One night a bunch of us were wedged in 
the back door and conductor 7978 orderec: 
> us gruffly to move forward. This was an 
impossibility. I told him to raise his voice 
and tell them to move forward. He said: 
*O, I don’t have to do that; it’s not my 
business. A lot of them are animals 
anyway.

Dr. E. ¥. Hill Calls Trolleys 
Germ ‘Traps; Demands 
‘Fans Be Operated, 


Responsibility for a large proportion of ' 


Chicago from “foul air” diseases must 
be placed on the Chicago surface lines, 
according to Dr. E. V. Hil) of the eity 
health department and the Chicago ven- 
tilation commission, in an address de- 


Dr. Hill told his hearers to take it upen 
themselves to demand that the ventilat~ 
ing fans, in euch cars as are supplied 
with them, be placed in operation. He 
said the evil lay in the fact that the com- 
pany refused to use the fans with which 
one-third of the cars were supplied. In 
two-thirds of the cars there is no venti- 
lation, 

“ There are approximately 10,000 deaths 
in Chicago annually from foul air dis- 
eases,"’ he said. “ Street cars are worse 
ventilated than motion picture houses or 
public buildings. In every street car 
-here lurk two cases of diphtheria, one 
of pneumonia, and one of tuberculosis.

There is no reason, then, to fear serious 
quences from the interchange. It should bring about 
a better’ understanding and better conditions for 
the American export trade. i; 

International law at this stage is to a consider- 
able extent what the particular circumstances make 
it. It is more a matter of policy and power than 
of well defined and accepted principle, while often, 
as in this case, its moral bearings are remote or 
nonexistent. England's necessities and interests 
have had most to do with shaping the laws of the 
sea and her theories of contraband are founded on 

the fact that Britannia rules the waves. 

In the present’ war, which she declares is to be 

fought to a finish, her object is completely to starve 
her enemies, their industries, and their armies. On 
the other hand, it is our interest to sell to both 
sides whatever they wish and can pay for. Be- 
tween these often conflicting interests it should be 
possible to make a fair compromise. Up to this 
time we have been rightly patient. We may now 
as- rightly be firm, though reasonable. England will 
be expected to show more consideration for our in- 
terests and our susceptibilities than her government 
has shown thus far. Her diplomacy has made some 
rather serious mistakes, it would seem, in the last 
half year, but it will hardly commit the error of 
reversing American public opinion by a policy to- 
ward our export trade which we should have e-righ 
to resent and would resent.

eral. 

There is a general assumption that Frank is in- 
nocent. It is an assumption based on sentiment and 
not on information, so far as the majority of the 
people are concerned, but it. takes into account cer- 
tain extraordinary if not outrageous features of the 
trial, and it has produced a decidedly uneasy feeling. 

Greater tragedies, greater in that they involve 
many people, sometimes are sustained with less dis- 
tress—not being imposed by the deliberate purpose 
of other humans. The possibility that an innocent 
man is to be hanged for murder will make the en- 
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last door is not closed on Frank brings a sense of 
relief. ae 

The review of the case cannot get to its merits

It is 
taken from the citizens and it ought to contribute 
to their convenience and comfort. Otherwise they 
are paying a useless tax and an unjust tax. The 
money taken from them is accumulating and it ought 
to be used. There is now enough of it to make 
subway construction possible. The assertion that 
the city cannot protect itself against any perversion

put is absurd. It can protect itself if its authori- 
ties wil] take the pains and subways which will 
relieve the present systems can be built. 

There are two things the city council can take 

into consideration without wasting much rhetoric.

The advice not to eat red meat is but rarely | 


given now. So far as ordinary rheumatism te 
concerned, such advice woulé not be good. 
Rheumatism is due to infection. 

In gouty states advice based on the same 
principle as that In mind in advising againat 
‘red meat would be good. 

One trouble about the advice was that the 
facts were wrong. The theory was that white 
meat contained leas extractives and therefore 
nade less uric acid. 

The color of meat has no relation to the 
amount of extractives which ft contains. A 
better rule would be to advise those parts of 
meat which are dryest; for example, chicken 
breast is dryer and therefore better than 
chicken back. Meat that has been used as a 
soup stock is better than juicy steak. 

The old prohibition of mutton and beef and 
liberty to use chicken and turkey was not 
well founded.

Emperor William has so long been re- 
garded in the light of a young man that 
it is difficult to realize that he entere 
next month tnto his fifty-ceventh year;

The kaiser was 20 years of age when 
he succeeded to the throne in 1888.

Gen. Hall was born in Detroit, Mich., 
on Nov. 15, 1837, and was appointed -to 
the United States military academy in 
1855 by “ Long John” Wentworth, one 
time mayor of Chicago and later repre- 
sentatigaffrom  Lilinois.

He gi ted {n 1860 and went through 
the civil war, emerging with the rank of 
captain of the Tenth infantry.

. The arm of death has reached out from 
the battlefields of France, Belgium, and 
Polahd and has taken its victims in Cook 
county, according to Coroner Peter M. 
Hoffman. In making up his annual re- 
port and analyzing the accidental deaths 
and suicides, the coroner finds the num- 
ber of suicides in Cook county has greatly 
increased since the war began. 

Starting with September the increase 
in suicides was quite noticeable. In 1913 
there were forty-two suicides in Septem- 
ber. In the same month this year the 
number was sixty-six, an increase of 
twenty-four. In October this year there 
were fifty-six suicides, which is the same 
as last. year. November, however, 

howed another increase of twelve over 
the thirty-six suicides of last year. 


Germans Worried Over Kin. 
/ “The records show that a number of 
these suicides were natives of Germatiy 
who became despondent through worry 
over the safety of their relatives and 
friends called into action in the German 
army,”’ said Coroner Hoffman, ‘“ There 
was not @ marked increase among any of 
the other nationalities whose countries 
are engaged in the European war. For 
instance, only seven Austrians commit- 
ted suicide during the four months from 
Aug. 1 to Dec. 1. There were eighteen 
Austrian suicides reported during these 
four monthain 1913.
